Drum In Museum 
After Long Years 


of Varied Service 


Elgin, HI., Feb. 21— (AP) —An 


old bass drum has come back at 
last after years of wandering- to 
the people who love it most be- 
cause, perhaps, they know it best. 


It has been placed in Lord's 


Park Audubon museum, there to 
inspire the telling and re-telling 
of its coloiful history of service 
to entertainment and the cause 
of freedom. 


The drum began as an instru- 


ment in the once-famed Elgin Na- 
tional Watch company band which 
toured the country for years until 
it was disbanded in 1890 after a 
fire at the Spring Palace, Fort 


Woith, Tex., destroyed the uni- 
forms and most of the other 'in- 
struments. 


But the drum \vas brought back 


to Elgin and later sold to Burling- 
ton, 111., wheie it rumbled to the 
accompaniment of war clouds in 
recruiting drives during the Span- 
ish-American war.

rison, HI. It was offered to the 
city as a museum piece a few days 
ago.

Deficiency Bill for 
Lunches in Schools 


Springfield, 111., Feb. 21—(AP) 


—Vcrnon L. Nickell, state school 
supenn Undent, announced he has 
written a letter to Illinois con- 
gressmen . "encouraging" support 
of a federal deficiency appropria- 
tion for school lunches. 


Nickell said he had been in- 


formed a $13,000,000 congression- 
al appropriation bill recentl> was 
introduced, and that an important 
purpose of his letter was to find 
out the bill's chances of enact- 
ment. 


The state's allotment of federal 


funds to support school lunches 
during the current school year 
will be exhausted some time next 
month, and state funds about 30 
days later, he added in an inter- 
view. 


Money Goes Quickly 


An unexpectedly large nunber 


of participating schools — about 
2,300 — depleted 
state-federal 


money sooner than anticipated. 


The 1945 legislature appropri- 


ated $1,500,000 for the -program 
for the biennium ending June 30.

havior' under questioning by a 
congressional committee on the 
doubtful .; Lilienthal. appointment, 


may be inadmissable for any- 


one to speak out in Russia, but in 
a democracy it is paramountly 
lecessary for a government offic- 
ial to answer fiankly the ques- 
tions of congress. Further, what 
Acheson said would not be mad- 
niissable at a diplomatic pink tea. 


The word 
aggressive means 


"disposed to vigorous outgoing ac- 
tivity m behalf of an object." Any 
undeluded person in the realm of 
reason must consider the term 
"aggressive" as applied to Soviet 
diplomacy to be accurately and 
mildly descriptive. 
The Soviets 


have certainly been belligerently 
aggressive in.Iran, have swallowed 
up Latvia, Esthonia and Lithuania,

Retired Teachers 
Hear Book Review

Retired Teachers club members 


met at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Horace Street Wednesday after- 
noon. 
Miss Flora Seals gave a 


review of Rachel Baker's book. 
"The First Woman Doctor," which 
is.the life of Miss Elizabeth Black- 
well, first woman graduate of a 
medical school. 


In general, Miss Seals stated: 


7 Born in Bristol, England, in 
1821 
Miss Blackwell 
came 
to 


America with her family at the 
age of eleven. She taught school 
for a number of years before tak- 
ing up the study of medicine at 
the suggestion of a sick woman 
friend. 
Although discouraged by 


everyone, including Harriet Beech- 
er Stowe, a family friend, she 
studied privately with several doc- 
tors. 
No medical college would 


accept her application for admis- 
sion 
until the 
Geneva, N. Y., 


School of Medicine finally did so. 
Despite rebuffs 
and insults by 


townspeople and students 
alike 


she was finally recognized and 
succeeded in obtaining her diplo- 
ma in 1849. During her clinical 
practice in an almshouse in Block- 
ley, N. Y., she realized the neces- 
sity for medical dispensaries for 
women and children, and devoted 
her later life to their attainment. 


In Paris, where she continued 


her medical studies.after 'he usual 
prejudice of the 
time 'against 


women doctors, she lost the sight 
ol one eye while treating a baby 
with infected e.es. As a result, 
she was barred from the practice 
of 'surgery in which she iiad been 
especially interested. 


Upon her return to America in 


1851 she started private practice, 
still forced to fight recognition. 
However, in 1854 she received a 
charter to build her own hospital 
and in 1857 opened a dispensary 
for women and children. She also 
started the first school of nursing 
in America. 


After the Civil War, the New 


York-legislature passed an enab- 
ling act for a woman's college of 
medicine. 
Feeling 
her 
pioneer 


work America done, Miss Black1- 
well went to England to work. 
There she wrote a number' of 
medical works and died in 1910 
at the age of 89. Her childhood j 
ambition had been "to do some- 
thing hard," an ambition notably 
achieved throughout a 
life of 


fighting prejudice.
